Smoke detectors presented 
to needy Romulus families

Low income Romulus 
families will be presented 
with free smoke detectors 
for their homes in coming 
weeks by the Romulus Fire 
Department. 

Fire Chief William Green- 
slait said the Romulus Fire 
Department was given the 


smoke detectors through a 
grant from the State Fire 
Marshall’s office. 

Local Fire Marshall David 
Allison revealed that the lo- 
cal department had sought 
1,300 smoke detectors and 
were approved for 500. 

A letter from State Fire 
Marshal Wade E. Schaefer 
stated, “Forty thousand 


smoke detectors were re- 
quested by local fire depart- 
ments, social service 
agencies and civic groups 
throughout the state.” Schae- 
fer said, “We awarded 3,400 
smoke detectors this year as 
a major fire prevention ef- 
fort in Michigan.”

High school fire 
empties classrooms

The entire Romulus Senior 
High School student body was 
evacuated from school early 
Monday, after a roll of toiltet 
paper was set ablaze, accord- 
ing to Romulus Fire Depart- 
ment officials. 

Fire department officials 
believe the toilet paper was 
set on fire in a first floor men’s 
bathroom. While the fire 
caused little or no damage to 
the school, dense smoke filled 
the middle stair first floor 
bathroom area and the second 
floor area from classrooms 200 
to 206. School officials imme- 
diately began a assive clean- 
up effort which disrupted 
classes in nine classrooms for 
the remainder of the day. 

Fire Marshall David Allison 
said the heavy smoke was 
caused by the burning toilet 
paper melting the center plas- 


tic roll holding it. The burning 
plastic in turn sent the billow- 
ing smoke throughout the area 
both inside and adjoining the 
bathroom, Allison said. 

Because the plastic roll was 
small and the area the smoke 
filtered into was massive, the 
potential danger to students 
was limited, he said. A quick 
response by school officials to 
turn off the building fans also 
helped to minimize the dam- 
age, according to fire depart- 
ment officials. 

The alarm sounded at ap- 
proximately 9 a.m. after a secu- 
rity officer was alerted by 
teacher Jean Voight, who spot- 
ted the billowing black smoke. 
She then notified Assistant 
Principal Michael Teasdale, 
who quickly spurred the evac- 
uation of the school. He asked 
school secretary Gen Dugan to 
call the fire department. 

After fire department per- 
sonnel eliminated the smoke, 


clean-up crews were called in 
to wash down the walls, floor 
and ceilings of the bathroom, 
as well as nearby hallways and 
classrooms. 

Romulus Senior High 
School authorities revealed 
that a freshman male student 
confessed to causing the fire. 
They also said they learned 
that he had told a fellow stu- 
dent he started the fire “to get 
out of school.” 

The student has been sus- 
pended from school for arson 
and will undergo an adminis- 
trative review by school offi- 
cials before he can return to 
classes. 

During his suspension, the 
student will not receive credit 
for school work that he is not 
present to complete, he also 
must remain away from the 
school. If he trespasses on 
school property, he will be 
subject to police prosecution, 
according to school officials. 


5 suspects held for auto thefts

Three adults and two juve- 
niles, who Romulus Police 
claim could be part of an auto 
theft ring, were arrested last 
week by a Special Investiga- 
tion Unit in Romulus. 

Lt. D.A. Early reported the 
suspects were nabbed follow- 
ing a year-long investigation. 
“Romulus undercover officers 
were able to gain the confi- 


dence of the arrested men and 
work within the group while 
others conducted periodic sur- 
veillance,” Early said. 

A member of the group con- 
tacted an undercover officer, 
Early said, and made it known 
he had a stolen vehicle and 
wished to sell it 

On April 7, a stolen 1987 
Chevrolet pick-up truck was 
delivered to undercover offi- 
cers.

Romulus officers then 
moved in to make the arrest, 
but four subjects fled the 
scene. Police nabbed three of 
the men a short distance from 
the scene and a fourth in at his 
home in Lincoln Park that 
same night.

Veteran firefighter

Sparr, who now serves as 
full-time dispatcher for the

Sparr said he was the first 
local firefighter to be sent to 
the two- week University of 
Michigan Fire Academy back

While at the academy, he 


learned how to attack and ex- 
tinguish a fire, how to handle 
self-contained breathing 
aparatus and how to make 
medical rescues. 

He joined the volunteer fire 
department on his birthday in 
1975 and served until last year. 

He also trained to be an 
Emergency Medical Techni 
cian at Wyandotte Hospital. 

His most memorable fire re- 
sponse run was to Metro Air 
port to assist in the Flight 255 
airplane crash on Aug. 16. 1987 
in which all but one passenger 
were killed. 

Seeing wreaths and flowers 
placed at the airport on the an 
niversary of the crash con- 
tinues to bring back the tragic 
memories of the many broken

The Greater Romulus 
Chamber of Commerce has be- 
gun studying the potential 
plan by Northwest Airlines to 
add a Disney-like facility to 
Detroit Metropoitan Airport 

The chamber legislative 
committee was alerted last 
week to the fact that Mayor 
Beverly McAnally (prior to 
leaving for California for her 
annual west coast vacation) ex- 
pressed “great distress” con- 
cerning possible Northwest 
plans to make Metro Airport a 
“Disney-like attraction that 
will offer shopping, recreation 
and convention facilities” in 
potential competition with ex- 
isting and planned Romulus 
businesses. 

McAnally last week fired off 
a strong letter to Congressman 
Bob Carr (D-Okemos), who ap- 
peared at an official tour of the 
new 204 foot Metro Airport 
Tower recently, stating “the 
prospect of Metro Airport 
using federal and airline funds 
to support competing conven- 
tion, retail or hotel facilities, 
to the detriment of our commu 
nity’s economy, causes me 
great distress.” 

McAnally added in her let- 
ter, “we want to clarify our 
support and stress that we en- 
vision the new (airport) termi- 
nal, if it is actually 
constructed, to be a modem, 
well-designed facility, serving 
the traveling public, rather 
than a ‘Disney-like’ regional 
recreational or retail attrac 
tion competing with existing 
supporting businesses.” 

The mayor further ex- 
plained, “we have been pursu 
ing our own plans for a 
publicly-owned exhibition and 


convention facility to be lo- 
cated off- site, which is needed 
in order to respond to current 
market demands and support 
our community’s 20 existing 
hotels.” 

She also pressed Carr on his 
positions concerning airport 
development issues. 

Romulus officials are al- 
ready fighting to improve 
“buy-out” communication bet- 
ween Wayne County and Metro 
Airport officials and the busi- 
ness and home owners listed 
in the path of planned airport 
expansion. 

Local business owners 
stated they are currently in 
limbo business plant expan- 
sion or relocation plans, while 
waiting an airport offer to buy 
their properties. Numerous 
owners charged they were 
promised an official offer on 
their property last fall and still 
have not received one. 

Romulus city officials said 
further delay in giving prop 
erty owners a fixed time 
schedule on potential land ac- 
quisitions could anger and 
frustrate the owners enough to 
make them want to relocate 
outside of Romulus-and fur- 
ther weaken the tax base in 
Romulus. 

To add to the confusion, she 
said, after being given 
peated assurances that the ex- 
pansion effort is a “done deal” 
reports are now circulating 
that “the airport expansion 
project itself is in jeopardy.” 

“Whether Wayne County 
should now be engaging in the 
acquisition of a substantial 
part of our community’s tax 
base on such a speculative 
basis,” McAnnaly said. 

“(Wayne) County Executive 
(Ed McNamara* has long main 
tained that Metro Airport 


would not compete for indus- 
trial or air freight operations 
that could be feasibly located 
off of the airport, she wrote in 
her letter. 

“Likewise,” she continued, 
“his staff has agreed that in or- 
der to minimize the loss of tax 
base, no concessionaires, 
which are not subject to the 
provisions of the General 
Property Tax statutes, would 
be located in the expansion 
area currently under acquisi- 
tion.” 

In her letter to Carr, 
McAnally also expressed deep 
concerns over McNamara’s 
comments that Northwest Air- 
lines also is trying to block a $3 
passenger fee on passengers 
departing from Metro Airport. 

That fee was expected to 
collected $130 million in reve- 
nue in the first five years and 
was considered a key feature 
in the airport expansion cost 
plan. 

Under a recently new fed- 
eral law, the Federal Aviation 
Administration must approve 
that fee before it is added to 
the ticket prices. 

While last month Lester 
Robinson, deputy director of 
Metro Airport for administra 
tion and finance, told con- 
cerned Romulus business 
owners that the passenger fee 
was a key ingredient in their 
expansion cost plan, it later 
was revealed that Northwest 
wrote to the FAA opposing the 
fee plan because of competi- 
tion cost factors. 

Robinson, attempting to 
calm local fears, said Friday 
that the airport expansion 
“will happen” and that the 
process is going forward. 

Some people are scared as 
positions by various parties 
within the total negotiation 


process appear in the press, 
Robinson said. 

But we want to assure the 
public, Robinson said, North- 
west has not lost any support 
for the project going on, it is 
just staking a position in the 
negotiations. 

Robinson stressed that 
Northwest could not veto a $3 
passenger fee. In fact an air- 
line wrote a similar letter in 
Minneapolis and the fee was 
still approved by the FAA. 

“Northwest admires Disney 
facilities,” Robinson said, 
“and would like to consider 
some entertainment on the 
grounds.” But he stressed, no 
convention site is being 
planned by Wayne County or 
the airport management. 

“We are not trying to ruin 
any of the city’s planning ef- 
forts,” he said, “and as soon as 
a number of the environmen 
tal studies are completed on 
Romulus business properties, 
the property owners should be 
receiving official purchase of 
fers.”

City to update alcohol law

The Romulus Police De- 
partment has been urged to 
develop a “cite and release” 
policy for minors found in pos- 
session of alcohol. 

The request comes follow- 
ing a recent incident involving 
a small group of Dearborn 
High School students at a local 
hotel. 

The incident (that occurred 
May 20 at the Hilton Suites Ho- 
tel) included the detention of 7 
rowdy and apparently intoxi- 
cated Dearborn High students, 
who apparently aggravated 
other hotel guests with their 
loud party. 

Hotel management called . 
Romulus police to remove the 
offending students, according 
to reports of the incident. 

The students, age 18 and un- 
der, reportedly came to Ro- 


mulus for a party following 
one of their school dances. 

Hilton Suites General Man- 
ager Art Thompson revealed 
that an adult sister of one of 
the students rented three hotel 
suites for that night. Hotel pol- 
icy demands that such rentals 
be signed by a person older 
than 21. 

After receiving complaints 
around midnight, hotel secu- 
rity tried to find the adult wo- 
man who had signed the rental 
agreement, according to 
Thompson. 

When it was discovered that 
she was not on the premises, 
Thompson said, the group 
(larger than the number de- 
tained) was asked to leave. 
When they refused to respond 
in a timely manner, Romulus 
police were called. 

Some of the youths report- 
edly left the hotel voluntarily, 
while others stayed and were 


abusive to police, according to 
reports of the incident. 

Police Chief Fred Dansby 
revealed that some of the of- 
fenders 17 and older were ac- 
tually arrested and charged 
with underage possession of 
alcohol. 

“We later dropped the 
charges and returned the bond 
money for the adults, upon the 
advice of counsel,” Chief 
Dansby said. 

The juveniles were released 
to their parents and Dansby in- 
formed Dearborn Police Chief 
Ron Deziel of the incident.

Perot campaign inspires resident

Before taking on the duties 
of a campaigner for H. Ross 
Perot, Van Buren Township 
resident Donna Collins’ only 
involvement with politics was 
at the ballot box. 

In an effort to place Perot's 
name on the November ballot, 
Collins has set up a stand in 
front of the Belleville Post Of 
fice to collect names on nomi- 
nating petitions. 

“I’m here every day but 
Thursday. That’s when I de- 
liver meals to the home- 
bound,” Collins said. “Next 
week I may set up my table 
somewhere else in the area, 
but you can count on my being 
somewhere in the area with 
my petitions.” 

Collins ran into a minor 
brush with postal officials last 
week when she placed her ta 
ble and Perot signs on govern 
ment property. However, when 
she moved a few feet back to 
the right-of-way, she was able 
to continue her signature gath 
ering.

itics before. The only thing 
that I did in the past was to 
vote, and now look at me,” said 
Collins, pointing to the stacks 
of informational hand-outs 
and petitions. “I contacted the 
Perot campaign headquarters 
at the Royce Hotel in Romulus 
for information and now I’m 
coordinating the county peti- 
tion drive.” 

Collins said her interest in 
H. Ross Perot began when he 
successfully directed a rescue 
mission to bring two EDS em- 
ployees, being detained as hos- 
tages, out of Iran in 1979 

“I’m really disillusioned 
with the other candidates. I 
don't like either (Jerrv> Brown 
or (Bill) Clinton, and I think 
(George) Bush had better start 


packing his bags and get ready 
to move,'’ Collins said. “It’s 
time for a change. I think the 
voters are saying ‘none of the 
above’ when they go to the 
polls for the Presidential Pri- 
mary. It’s time to get back to 
government ‘of the people, by 
the people and for the peo- 
ple.’” 

The Perot supporter says 
her candidate is a man of in- 
tegrity. honesty and “has the 
money to back himself.” His 
unexpected entry into the po- 
litical area has stirred a lot of 
interest and has prompted Col- 
lins' telephone to “ring off the 
hook.” 

Collins' husband, a General 
Motors employee of 32 years, 
faces the loss of his job when 
the Willow Run plant closes 

next year. 
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‘i blame Bush for the plant 
closing. Maybe he didn’t per 
sonallv ask to have the Ar 
lington. Texas, plant chosen 
over the Willow Run plant but 
one of his people did," Collins 
believes. 

Collins reported that she 
has not been turned down for a 
signature from any of the peo 
pie she has approached other 
than unregistered young peo- 
ple. 


Council increases 
license fees in city 


License fees in Romulus 
were increased by the city 
council members Monday 
night. 

City Clerk Linda Choate 
prepared a large chart listing 
the current license fee, the nu- 
mber of hours various city de- 
partments took to investigate a 
potential licensee, the actual 
city labor costs in preparing a 
license and a proposed new 
fee. 

The council approved all 
the new fees recommended by 
Choate’s office, except one for 
garage sales which had been 
updated in recent years. 

New bonding levels for var- 
ious businesses were also ap- 
proved. 

As an example, Choate’s 
chart indicated that the cur- 
rent fee for someone offering 
to rent three to 10 units of 
apartments is $5. The actual 
cost to the city to investigate 
such a site is $107.25. Thus a 
fee hike to $125 was sought and 
approved. 

The fee for 11 to 15 apart- 


ment units was increased from 
$15 to $150 and from $25 to $200 
for 15 or more units. 

Other increases included: 

• Bars from $5 to $100. 

• Caterers from $20 to $100. 

• Hotels from $100 to $200. 

• Meat markets from $5 to 
$100. 

• Parking lots from $10-$25 
to $75-$100. 

• Restaurants from $5 to 
$ 100 . 

• Townhouses from $5-$25 to 
$125-$150. 

Bonding rates were also in- 
creased substantially, such as 
used car dealers from $3,000 to 
$10,000, used auto parts 
dealers from $1,000 to $5,000 
and vehicle dismantling and 
wrecking yards from $5,000 to 
$10,000. 

The issue of city fees was 
addressed during the recent 
budget shortfall hearings, 
when Choate revealed that 
many of the city fees had not 
been increased in more than 
20 years.

According to the rules of the 
grant, Schaefer said the local 
fire departments are to install 
the smoke alarms in the,

speaking 

Attorney general brings 
message to local 
Chamber of Commerce

Business individuals, attorneys and judges from western Wayne County 
gathered at the Wayne Chamber of Commerce last week to hear words of 
wisdom from Attorney General Frank Kelley. 

First elected attorney general in 1962, Kelley has been elected to office 
eight times. He is the 50th attorney general to serve the state of Michigan. 

A graduate of the University of Detroit, Kelley first practiced corporate 
law in Detroit. He then went to Alpena where he practiced general law and 
served as city attorney and county supervisor. 

Kelley has developed an aggressive consumer protection program, fought 
polluters of Michigan air and water, worked for civil rights and civil liberties 
for all Michigan residents and led efforts to control crime and drug abuse. 

Kelley created a Consumer Protection Division, an Environmental Divi- 
sion and a Medicaid Fraud Division. 

He has won numeorus awards during his tenure, the most recent in 1989 
when the State Bar of Michigan adorned him with the title “Champion of 
Justice” for his outstanding contribution to the justice system, superior pro- 
fessional competence and dedication to his community, state and nation. 

Kelley began his presentation to the chamber by quoting an esteemed 
United States supreme court justice's view on the role of business and indus- 
try in a democratic society. 

“He said, ‘The end for which we must strive is the attainment of rule by the 
people, that involves industrial democracy as well as political democracy,’ “ 
Kelley said. “In other words, having citizen involvement in business and 
industry is an integral and necessary part of a democracy, for it is only 
through business and commerce that we can hope to fulfill the most essential 
daily needs of our citizens.” 

Kelley said it is only through business and commerce that strength can be 
retained as a democratic nation. 

“The former Soviet Union finally recognized their own mistake of leaving 
the private citizens out of their industry,” Kelley said. “They are working hard 
to catch up and correct the vast problems, but they are not easily corrected.” 

Americans must learn from the mistake»of the Soviet Umon^mdUttartfe sitre B 
business and commerce flourishes both within the U.S. borders and around 
the world, according to Kelley. 

“We must see to it that our views of commerce is not too simplistic,” Kelley 
said. “Our world is not as simple as it once was. In my judgement, we cannot 
hearken to the same old views we had a century ago of labor battling industry 
and industry battling labor and both blaming the government.” 

Which country is the main competitor with America? 

“Japan,” Kelley said. “Japan is the personification of cooperation in the 
area of commerce between the public, between the government, between the 
financial institutions and between the industrials themselves. 

“They cooperate, and they plan for the long view. We have MBA’s (Masters 
of Business Administration) in this country who get a job as president of a 
company and their view is five years. Whereas Japan has a 25-year plan.” 

Cooperation is definitely needed between the commerce, public, govern- 
ment, financial institutions and the industrials in order for the country to 
prosper, according to Kelley. 

“When I was growing up in Detroit, making money and starting business 
ventures, it was far less complicated than it is now,” Kelley said. “All you 
needed was an idea, some ambition and some good salesmanship, and you 
could get yourself started.” 

Today, however, the average youth cannot make enough money for college, 
according to Kelley. 

“Today the world has become too complex for any simple approaches,” 
Kelley said. “I’m a little disturbed by the entrance of Ross Perot in the 
presidential campaign. He has this simplistic version of life. When asked 
‘What are you going to do when you become president?’ he answered, ‘Well, 
we’ll just have committee meetings, and pass resolutions.’ 

“He doesn’t even understand the basic ideas of our government which is a 
system of checks and balances based on three branches of government mak- 
ing sure no one branch can have control of anything so there has to be a 
compromise.” 

Today a young person starting off to create a business enterprise faces 
many challenges and pitfalls, according to Kelley. 

“From licensing to registration requirements, to consumer protection and 
tax laws, even door-to-door sales are regulated by state law,” Kelley said. 
“Many local ordinances regulate what salespeople can and cannot do. The 
local auto mechanic is now subject to state licensing and regulation.”

Operating a business is a very complicated process, and no longer are 
businesses being handed down to family members as they once were. 

“In the past many young people were able to get their start by working in 
the family business and then taking over the family business,” Kelley said. 
“For the most part it is no longer an option because small family businesses 
are really not surviving in any great numbers in this country today.’’ 

The birth of franchising has done much to change the method of merchan 
dizing in America, Kelley said. 

“What has been Hud’s old hamburger stand on State Street is now a Burger 
King franchise,” Kelley said. “But don’t get me wrong. I’m not objecting to t he 
change or to the regulation. Most has been a response to public needs and 
public wrongs. “ 

Over the years, Kelley said he has seen the need for laws in order to make 
sure businesses are fair and honest with the consumer. 

“In my years as attorney general I have seen the need for these laws with 
all kinds of fraud going on,” Kelley said. “There used to be a lot more fraud in 
this state, but now we have a reputation of being in the forefront of consumer 
protection in this state. 

“Many of the frauds that are prevalent in other states don’t even come into 
Michigan.” 

When a state conscientiously enforces consumer protection laws and envi 
ronmental laws, it creates an atmosphere conducive to good legitimate busi- 
ness practices, Kelley said. 

“I admire those who work hard to succeed in their businesses, vocations 
and professions,” Kelley said. “It’s not easy. I’m sure it was tough to go 
through medical school, I know it was tough going through law school. Any 
thing worthwhile in life is difficult. 

“I’m afraid we have developed a mentality in this country that you’re 
entitled by mere accident of birth to some standard of living and standard of 
life beyond your abilities, training and discipline.” 

Kelley pointed out in Japan, students interested in becoming a lawyer only 
have one chance to pass the bar examination. If they fail, they will never 
become a lawyer. 

“This is the type of discipline we are competing with.” Kelley said. “I was 
raised in a household by a father who used to preach that this is the only 
country in the world where a person can rise from birth through their own 
ambition and discipline to create a business and prosper I respected him 
then and respect him even more now. “ 

As attorney general, Kelley said he has used his skills for the betterment of 

the state. 

“I’d like to think I’ve helped,” Kelley said. “I’ve been elected eight times, 
and the reason 1 think that is because no one knows what an attorney general 

does. “ _

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2 property tax reform proposals will be on ballot

At least one, and possibly 
two, property tax reform pro- 
posals, will be on the ballot in 
November for voter considera- 
tion.. 

The Michigan Board of Can- 
vassers ruled earlier this week 
that enough signatures have 
been gathered to place a prop- 
erty tax proposal - strongly 
supported by the governor - on 
the ballot. 

The proposal, if approved, 


would cut property taxes by 30 
percent and would tie future 
assessment increases to the 
rate of inflation. 

The board announced that 
backers of the proposal to Cut 
and Cap taxes, as the proposal 
is known, have collected the 
state-required 339,000 signa- 
tures to place the issue on the 
November ballot. 

Because the proposal would 
alter the state tax structure, a 
constitutional amendment is 
required. 

Gov. John Engler is among 


the champions of the proposal. 
He successfully ran for office 
on a platform that included re- 
structing the state property tax 
formula. 

A second, and competing 
proposal, authored by the 
House Democrats, is also in 
the hands of the Board of Can- 
vassers. The board has yet to 
decide whether the House 
property tax cut proposal will 
be placed on the November 
ballot or returned to the Legis- 
lature for action. 

School districts are wary of 


any move to cut property taxes 
because it provides the bulk of 
most of their financing. How- 
ever, the Cut and Cap proposal 
would require the legislature 
to reimburse school districts - 
but not local governments - for 
any revenue losses due to the 
exemption. 

Here are the main points of 
the Cut and Cap proposal: 

• Proposes a constitutional 
amendment to limit assess- 
ment increases, of all classes 
of property, to 3 percent or the 
rate of inflation whichever is 


less (not counting the State 
equalized valuation additions 
for new construction, or SEV 
losses); 

• It would provide an ex- 
emption from school operating 
taxes, for all classes of prop- 
erty, of 30 percent phased-in 
over five years ilO percent in 
1993: 15 percent in 1994: 20 per- 
cent in 1995: 25 percent in 1996 


and 30 percent in 1997 and 
thereafter: 

• The Legislature would be 
required to reimburse school 
districts, but not local govern 
ments. for revenue losses due 
to the exemption: 

• To fund the plan, the gov 
ernor plans to earmark certain 
anticipated state revenue 
growth. 


Lyme disease vaccine developed for pets

Although area pet owners 
are being urged to vaccinate 
their dogs against Lyme dis- 
ease before the warm weather 
arrives, many have questioned 
the need for protection in 
western Wayne County. 

Ticks, which are the known 
carries of the disease, become 
active when the weather 
warms. When people and pets 
visit the grassy and wooded 
areas where the pests dwell, 
the ticks can pass the disease 
along to them. 

The disease, which can 
cause pain, joint swelling, ar- 
thritis and lameness in dogs, 
can also be passed along to the 
people. 

‘The vaccine is a front line 
weapon in stopping the prob- 
lem,” said Dr. Joel Schiff, 
owner of Wise Owl Veterinary 
Care in Romulus. “If the vac- 
cine becomes widely used, 
then Lyme disease can be 
eliminated. For example, I ha- 
ven’t seen a case of dog dis- 
temper in a couple of years. 
The reason is that most people 
are vaccinating their dogs 
against it. The same thing can 
happen with Lyme disease if 
people vaccinate their pets.” 

Schiff noted that while he 
was attending veterinary 
school several years ago, Lyme 
disease was confined to a 
small region. Epidemiologists 
suggested that a vaccination 
program be started. At that 
time, there was very little in- 
terest in a vaccine because the 
range of the disease was very 
limited, the veterinarian said. 
However, today as the areas of 
Lyme disease instances have 
expanded, concern is increas- 
ing.

The two primary transmit- 
ters of the disease in the north 
east and midwest is the deer 
tick. The Western black-legged 
ticks carry the disease in the 
Pacific Coast areas. 

“If your dog is strictly a 
house pet, than you may not 
need to have him vaccinated. 
But, if you have a hunting dog 
or if you go camping or vaca- 
tioning in the north woods 
with your pet, you need to pro- 
tect him,” Schiff said. 

“Preventive medicine pays. 
It pays to protect your children 
and the neighbors’ children,” 
the veterinarian said. “Why set 
things up so that your dog and 
yourself will be exposed to the 
disease when a vaccination 
will prevent it?” 

Schiff said he is aware that 
some pet owners will consider 
the vaccination as “just an- 


other expense.” However, the 
veterinarian believes the cost 
is not important when one con 
siders that an infected animal 
could pass along the disease to 
members of one’s family. 

“The cost of the vaccination 
is very small compared to the 
cost of treating the disease,” 
Schiff said. 

Lyme disease ranks second 
to cancer as dog owners’ main 
health concern for their pets, 
according to a animal health 
survey by the Morris Animal 
Foundation. In a 1985 survey,

Guidelines to help prevent 
the threat of Lyme disease are 
as follows: 

• Cut brush and mow grass 
in areas where pets play. 

• Pet veterinarian- 
prescribed flea and tick col- 
lars on all pets. 

• Routinely check pets after 
they have been outdoors. 

• Use baths or dips to kill 
ticks on your pet. 

• Treat yard with a spray 
recommended by a veter- 
inarian. 

• Vaccinate your dogs 
against Lyme disease.

Currently, human Lyme dis- 
ease cases have been reported 
in 47 states. 

The incidence of cases be- 
ing reported has increased 18- 
fold since 1982. Recently re- 
leased figures for 1991 re- 
vealed a 17 percent increase in 
Lyme cases from the previous 
year. Experts estimate that the 
incidence in dogs may be six to 
10 times higher than humans.

School deputy 
offered new position

Wayne-Westland Deputy Su- 
perintendent of Schools Dr. 
Thomas Svitkovich could soon 
become the superintendent of 
schools in the Carman- 
Ainsworth Community School 
District 

“My initial discussions with 
the search consultant and 
members of their board of edu- 
cation indicate that the con- 
tract they will be offering will 
be acceptable to me,” 
Svitkovich said in the letter 
addressed to Wayne-Westland 
school board members and 
district administrators. 

“Please be assured that I 
am writing this communica- 
tion with a great deal of mixed 
emotion,” he said in the letter. 
“I have put my heart and soul 
into this district for the past 28 
years. I have given it my best 
and, in return, the Wayne- 
Westland community has been 
been a great place to live and 
raise my family. The Wayne- 
Westland schools provided an 
excellent education for my 
children and the thousands of 
students we have touched over 
the years.” 

Svitkovich is waiting to re- 
ceive copies of the contract. 

“They have offered me the 
contract and we have a tenta- 
tive agreement,” Svitkovich 
said Thursday afternoon. 
“This all happened so fast.” 

The Carman-Ainsworth 
Community School District is 
located west of Flint and ser- 
vices students living in two 
townships-Mundy Township 
and Flint Township. The dis- 
trict has approximately 5,200 
students compared to the 
16,000 students in Wayne- 
Westland which is the second 
largest school district in 
Wayne County. 

Since November he has as- 
sumed responsibility for the 
daily operation and activities 
of the Wayne-Westland school 
district. In November former 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Dennis O’Neill announced his 
retirement and went on a med- 
ical leave. 

Carman Ainsworth school 
district officials have ten 
tatively agreed on the contract 
Svitkovich has been offered 
which he described as compa- 
rable to his current contract 
with Wayne-Westland where 
he is paid a salary of $95,353 
each year. 

“There are differences in 
the fringe packages which in- 
clude benefits that I don’t have 
here such as a car.’’ Svitkovich 
said. “Their total package is 
comparable to my current sal 
ary.” 

Svitkovich told Wayne- 
Westland school board mem 


bers last month that he was a 
candidate for the Carman- 
Ainsworth position for which 
there were more than 60 candi- 
dates. 

“They’ve been aware that I 
applied and that I was a final- 
ist Svitkovich said. 

He also sent a letter to other 
administratprs and lpoard 
members Wednesday morning. 

Svitkovich expects to sigh a 
contract with the Carman- 
Ainsworth school district by 
the end of this month. 

Wayne-Westland school 
board members are expected 
to begin interviewing candi- 
dates for school superinten- 
dent next week. Svitkovich is 
also one of 59 candidates who 
have applied for that position. 
Officials from the search firm 
Hazard, Young, Bickert and 
Associates are expected to be- 
gin interviewing candidates to- 
morrow at an undisclosed 
hotel near Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport. 

If Svitkovich is selected as a 
finalist, he could still be of 
fered the Wayne-Westland po- 
sition before he signs with 
Carman-Ainsworth. Once he 
has signed the contract with 
Carman-Ainsworth, Svitkovich 
said he would withdraw from 
being a superintendent candi- 
date in Wayne- Westland. 

“The timelines are very ti- 
ght in both circumstnaces,” 
Svitkovich said.

They are angry, hurt, disappointed, disgruntled and puz- 
zled. 

They feel that they’ve been misled, betrayed and ill- 
used and they don’t like it very much. 

Frankly, we don’t like it either and agree with them 
about the ill treatment they have received. We just dis- 
agree about the identity of their psychological assailant. 

We are referring, of course, to the many senior citizens 
who were recently involved in the fund raising efforts to 
purchase a new city bus for use at the Westland Friend- 
ship Center. 

These active citizens worked long and diligently to earn 
more than $63,000 to match the city pledge of $75,000 to 
purchase the bus. They sponsored dances, card games, 
raffles, bake sales and solicited donations from businesses 
and residents and many of them contributed from some 
very small personal incomes. 

Only to be told at the last possible moment that the bus 
would not be equipped as they had been expected. The 
bus would not have the number of seats they had expected 
and the bus would require facilities for the handicapped. 

Had these hardworking and dedicated residents been 
informed of these requirements at the instigation of the 
fund drive, the subsequent controversy and publicity 
might have been avoided. 

The senior citizens were not told of the impending fed- 
eral Americans With Disabilities law which would require 
handicapped facilities on the bus which is to be city- 
owned until the issue of ordering the bus came before 
members of the Westland City Council. Only then were the 
elected council members placed in the unenviable posi- 
tion of explaining these requirements to the seniors who 
had been working so long and so hard for their goal. 

Members of the council in Westland take their respon- 
sibility to protect all the citizens seriously, even when 
doing so requires taking some very unpopular action. In 
this situation, they were forced to attempt to explain the 
law and then operate within it, despite the protests and 
laymen’s interpretations of federal legislation offered by 
the emotional and distressed senior citizens. 

The council members were threatened, insulted and 
told the entire senior community would never vote for 
them again, simply because they had the courage and in- 
tegrity to operate within the detailed responsibilities of 
their elected positions. 

How incredibly perverse. These people were criticized 
for protecting the city from damages, lawsuits and commit- 
ting a federal offense. And for that action, the senior citi- 
zens chastised and derided them. 

Had these seniors been kept properly informed and 
counseled during the fundraising efforts about this up- 
coming law and these requirements, this entire debacle 
could have been avoided. 

Unfortunately, they were not. 

They were allowed to believe that the bus would be as 
described to them when any individual aware of the fed- 
eral laws and programs knew full well of these impending 
restrictions. Why were they not told? This law was no 
secret and information was available and public. They 
should have been told early in the game that this legisla- 
tion would affect their efforts and the specifications for 
the bus. 

Their anger and dismay is well justified. The seniors 
who worked so many hours and so diligently are to be 
admired and their efforts applauded. 

Their anger at the members of the Westland City Coun- 
cil, however, is misdirected and inappropriate. Their feel- 
ings of distress and f\iry are certainly justified. 

But that anger is misdirected and channeled in the 
wrong arena. 

They have our sympathy and our understanding, but 
they have clearly chosen the wrong target on which to vent 
their anger.

Apology from 
former clerk 
is suggested 


She raises some issues which 
may be important in the local 
elections. For that reason, I 
believe some of her comments 
deserve additional comment. 

First, I think it is important 
to remember that Ms. Chuhran 
was involved in the approval 
and initial stages of the sewer 
project. It is possible that 
some of the “astronomical 
spending” is due to actions or 
underestimating which may 
have occurred during the pro- 
ject’s initial stages. 

Second, Tom Yack did run 
on the basis of becoming a 
part-time supervisor. However, 
the voters (not Tom Yack) re- 
jected a ballot proposal to re- 
duce the scope of rhe 
supervisor’s job to part time 
and hire (not elect) a full-time 
professional township man- 
ager. The Canton community is 
large and complex enough that 
full-time administration is 
necessary. With either a full- 
time elected supervisor of a 
full-time hired manager, the 
salary and staff costs would be 
incurred. 

The tone of Ms. Chuhran's 
letter suggests that Tom Yack 
did something wrong by ac- 
cepting and acting in accor- 
dance with the decision of the 
voters of Canton. This sugges- 
tion is totaly inappropriate 
and I suggest that Ms. Chuhran 
owes Tom Yack and the voters 
of Canton an apology. 

Third, to me it is refreshing 
to see our tax dollars spent for 
the salaries of people working 
for the benefit of the township 
(as opposed to being spent for 
legal fees in intra township 
board lawsuits). The past three 
years have shown a significant 
improvement over the pre 
vious four in this respect 

Fourth, it is my understand 
ing that there is no plan to ap 
point a “buddy” to the 
treasurer’s position. Instead, 
the board may ask the gover 
nor not to act to fill any va 
cancy until after the election. 

Fifth Ms. Chuhran’s letter 
raises the issue of the capa 
bility of those we elect to pub 
lie office.

Now 
that we have reached our goal 
of half the cost, now all of a 
sudden, it is no longer our pro 
ject, but everyone’s, even 
though in all but a very few 
cases, they contributed no 
time and no money. At no time 
was the fact discussed that it 
not be mainly our bus. 

We are also appalled at be- 
ing pictured as insensitive to 
the handicapped. Nothing 
could be further from the 
truth, but since we have no 
wheelchair members in our 
travel group, the subject never 
was discussed. 

I hope when you are a se 
nior citizen, you will be 
treated with more compassion 
than we seern to tie

Malecek said he wants to spend more time with the family 
with his wife and their kids. 

And when you have heard a coach talking like that the 
obvious surfaces: Malecek announced last week that he 
won’t be back as the Tiger coach next season. 

“There are so many thing I want to do,” Malecek said.. 
“Now, I hope I will have the time to do them.” 

During his tenure as coach, Belleville emerged as a state 
wrestling power. A year ago, the Tigers reached the state 
semifinals before losing.
